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Racing plan may 
get £1 m Injection 


PLANS for a new tourist 
attraction costing nearly £11 
million are set to move 
forward after more than 10 
years. 

The £10.9m Home of Horseracing 
project would provide Newmarket 
with a world-class museum, art 
gallery and study centre, celebrating 
the racing industry, development of 
the thoroughbred horse and sport¬ 
ing art in Great Britain. 

Organisers of the project, first 
envisaged in the late 1990s, say it could 
bring an extra £1.8m of tourism spend 
into the area each year, along with an 
extra 44,000 visitors. 

They say it will turn Newmarket into 
a major tourist destination to rank 
alongside Cambridge. 

The project, based on Palace House 
Stables - the world’s oldest racing yard 
with a history dating back more than 
300 years - will also provide facilities 
for local schools and the community 
generally. 

The stables, owned by Forest Heath 
District Council, have been empty 
since 1985. 

The project is being driven by the 
Home of Horseracing Trust, repres¬ 
enting a number of key elements of the 
horseracing industry, in close 
association with the district council, 
which has already spent more than £1 
million to save the buildings from 
deterioration. 

As part of the trust’s fundraising 
drive, Suffolk County Council’s cabinet 
will discuss a £lm contribution to the 
project at its meeting next week, to 
help ensure the tourism and economic 
benefits can be realised. 

Peter fensen, chairman of the Home 
of Horseracing Trust, said: “We are 
delighted that Suffolk County Council 
is considering becoming a partner 
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with us in this important and exciting 
project. 

“We are now well into the process of 
raising funds to make this project 
happen after many years of planning. 

“If Suffolk County Council agrees to 
this funding, this will be of enormous 
importance to us in moving this 
project a step forward." 

Cllr Robin Millar, chairman of the 
district council’s Home of Horseracing 
working group, said: “We’ve worked 
hard, for a long time, to reach this 
exciting stage of the project. 

“Many of the necessary elements are 
now in place and the project is at the 
crucial stage of securing more funding 
to enable the vision to be delivered. 

“If approval is given for this grant 
next week, I look forward to 
welcoming Suffolk County Council to 
the partnership and to it investing in 
this prestigious project.’’ 

Meanwhile, the historic Palace House 
Stables will be open to the public as 
part of national Heritage Open Day. 

Tours of the stables, in Palace Street, 
are being organised by Forest Heath 
District Council and the National 
Horseracing Museum, on Saturday. 

The open day is being hosted by staff 
at the council’s tourist information 
centre in Palace House mansion 
opposite the stables. 

The day will feature a wide range of 
attractions with children’s activities, live 
music, rides in a wagon pulled by 
Suffolk Punch horses and guided 
walking tours of the town. 

Representatives of the Suffolk 
Records Office will be on hand to help 
people trace their family tree.

Dad-to-be 
in rush to 
hospital Is 
given ban 


A FATHER-TO-BE who 
rushed to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital to see his baby 
daughter being born has 
appeared before court. 

Jason Nelmes was clocked 
doing 38mph as he put his 
foot down along Cambridge’s 
30mph-limit Newmarket Road 
on April 14. 

Appearing at Ely Magis¬ 
trates’ Court last Thursday, the 
36-year-old insisted it was a 
“one-off” as his daughter was 
being born in distress. 

But three days earlier, police 
had stopped him in Saxon 
Street Village, Newmarket. 

Nelmes, who only has a 
provisional licence, was 
driving without supervision or 
L-plates and with no insur¬ 
ance. 

He pleaded guilty to charges 
of speeding, having no licence, 
no insurance and failing to 
produce an MOT certificate 
within seven days. 

Nelmes, of Silverley Way, 
Ashley, Newmarket, had also 
been disqualified for six 
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months at West Suffolk 
Magistrates’ Court earlier this 
year for speeding. 

Unrepresented at Ely’s 
courthouse, he told the bench: 
“My baby was being born in 
distress and it was an 
emergency. 

“I drove there with my 
neighbour’s supervision, so 
that was all legal and I just put 
my foot down as I wanted to 
be there. 

“In relation to the other 
offences, my neighbour could 
not come out in the car with 
me so I just risked going alone. 

“I did it once and got caught 
once, so I will not be doing 
that again.” 

Magistrates banned Nelmes 
from driving for four months, 
which will run concurrently 
with his current six-month 
ban. 

He was also fined £60 and 
ordered to pay £50 in court 
costs and a victim surcharge.

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Mother confessed to 
killings, court told 


A MOTHER stabbed to 
death her two teenage 
daughters as they slept in 
their beds to “wreak hav¬ 
oc” on her ex-husband, a 
court heard. 

Rekha Kumari-Baker, 41, is 
accused of murdering Jasmine 
Baker, 13, and Davina Baker, 16, 
at her home in Stretham. 

As her trial began at Cam¬ 
bridge Crown Court on 
Monday, prosecutors said the 
“significant measure of plan¬ 
ning” that went into the killings 
- with Kumari-Baker buying the 
knives from a Cambridge 
supermarket two days 
beforehand - means they 
should be judged as murder. 

Davina, a student at 
Cambridge Regional College, 
tried to shield herself from her 
mother’s attack but sustained 
39 stab wounds in her chest, 
neck, back, arms, hands and 
fingers, the court heard. 

John Farmer, for the prosecu¬ 
tion, said the attack on Davina 
became “frenzied”, as Kumari- 
Baker had “geared herself up” 
for it. 

The court heard that Kumari- 
Baker telephoned a friend 
hours after the killings, saying: 
“I’ve killed the kids. The 
children are dead.” 

Kumari-Baker is also alleged 
to have told her friend: “It’s 
terrible. At least the children are 
safe now. Nobody else can hurt 
them.” 

Mr Farmer said the killings 
took place against a backdrop 
of Kumari-Baker’s unhappiness 
over access arrangements to 
her children and a failed love 
affair, as well as resentment at a 
successful relationship enjoyed 
by her ex-husband, David 
Baker, the girls’ father. 

Mr Farmer told jurors: “You 
may think it is a pretty atrocious 
thing to do to sneak up on 
someone asleep - particularly 
your daughter - and stab them. 
You have got to psych yourself 
up. Once you’ve started ... She 
wasn’t going to stop.” 

Kumari-Baker, formerly of 
The Crofters, Stretham, denies 
murder. 

She will raise a defence of 
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diminished responsibility on 
the grounds of a “severe 
abnormality of mind”, which 
would lead to lesser charges of 
manslaughter if proved, the 
court heard. 

The killings took place on 
June 13,2007. 

Mr Farmer said there had 
been “turbulence” between 
Kumari-Baker and Davina, with 
Davina having a history of 
“unacceptable behaviour”. 

Kumari-Baker was resentful 
of Mr Baker’s new partner and 
concerned about “the fact that 
her daughters were spending 
time in the same household as 
that woman”, the court heard. 

Her own new relationship, 
with Jeff Powell, the owner of a 
furniture business in 
Cottenham, had “floundered”, 
as had her work as a waitress at 
the Bridge Hotel in Waterbeach, 
Mr Farmer said. 

He told the court that with 
these matters “accumulating”, 
“it is plain her mind turned to 
killing these two daughters”. 

Mr Farmer added: “These 
deaths did not occur in a fit of 
rage, they did not occur on a 
reaction to a sudden 
occurrence - it is something 
that has evolved in her mind 
over time.” 

On June 11, Kumari-Baker 
bought some knives from 


Asda on Coldham’s Lane, 
Cambridge, the court heard. 

She also organised an outing 
to the Lakeside shopping centre 
in Essex for her daughters on 
June 11, with the three of them 
making the trip together. 

Mr Farmer said this was an 
attempt to ensure the girls were 
“available to be killed”. Arriving 
home late would mean the girls 
had to stay at their mother’s 
house that night, he told the 
court. 

But Mr Farmer said that 
Davina sent her mother a text 
message “expressing affection 
and appreciation” for the 
outing, which “floored” her. 

Another trip to Lakeside was 
then set up for the next day, the 
court heard. 

The girls went to bed at their 
mother’s home at 11.30pm that 
night, with Kumari-Baker 
following just after midnight. 

Mr Farmer said that Kumari- 
Baker was lying in bed awake at 
2.30am. Wearing a nightdress, 
she then went downstairs and 
“equipped herself” before going 
into Davina’s room. 

Mr Farmer told the court: “In 
the course of attacking Davina 
as she lay asleep in bed, Davina 
woke up. But to no effect, 
because by then, the defendant 
had geared herself up.” 

He added: “Although Davina 
may have tried to resist and 
tried to move away, she 
(Kumari-Baker) went on 
stabbing.” 

There were 39 stab wounds

inflicted on Davina and 
Kumari-Baker did not stop 
“until she was quite satisfied 
that Davina was dead”, Mr 
Farmer said. 

Kumari-Baker then moved 
on to Jasmine’s room, the court 
heard. Mr Farmer said there 
was “some movement” by 
Jasmine, who did not resist to 
the same degree as Davina. 

At 6.26am Kumari-Baker 
called a friend, Natalie Boyes- 
Bartlett, who is a special police 
constable, and told her the girls 
were dead. 

Mrs Boyes-Bartlett arrived at 
the house with her flatmate, Sgt 
Jenny Johnstone, who arrested 
Kumari-Baker. 

Mr Farmer told the hearing 
that in a series of police 
interviews, Kumari-Baker 
showed “virtually no memory” 
of events that night. 

Psychiatric assessments 
carried out in custody showed 
“no sign of mental illness”, he 
added. 

The case continues. 


Pensioner denies 
assault on woman 

A PENSIONER has denied sexually 
assaulted a woman. 

Kenneth Bristow denied intentionally 
touching a woman in a sexual way 
without consent when he appeared at 
Cambridge Crown Court. 

The 69-year-old, of Somerset Court, 
Cheveley, was released on conditional 
bail until a trial after October 19. 
Talkative Bristow was told to “just be 
quiet” by Judge Jonathan Haworth 
during the brief hearing. 

Man injured after 
falling from scaffold 

A MAN suffered serious injuries in a fall 
from scaffolding. 

The man, believed to be around 65 
years old, fell while painting a house at 
Cavenham. 

The East Anglian Air Ambulance 
helicopter landed nearby and medics 
from the helicopter accompanied him in 
a road ambulance to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital. 

He was reported to have fallen about 
30ft and was said to have been trapped 
under part of the scaffolding. 

He had chest injuries and a possible 
fractured pelvis as a result of the fall in 
The Street, just before 8.30am last 
Thursday. Police were also called to the 
scene and the Health and Safety 
Executive is investigating the incident.

THOUSANDS of people will not receive 
their mail on Monday as postal workers 
in depots including Soham go out on 
strike for the second time in a month. 
The Communications Workers’ Union 
(CWU) has confirmed that workers will 
take industrial action for 24 hours after 
Royal Mail announced plans to reduce 
workforce in offices across the UK. 


Officers speak of horror discovery

POLICE officers have spoken of 
their horror at discovering the 
bodies of two teenagers stabbed to 
death in their beds by their mother. 

Sgt Jennifer Johnstone was first 
to go upstairs at Rekha Kumari- 
Baker’s home in Stretham where 
she found Jasmine and Davina 
Baker. 

She told Cambridge Crown 
Court: “I have been to the scene of 
many deaths but nothing like this.” 

Another officer attending the 
scene, Pc Andrew Watters, told how 
he pulled back the duvet from a 
single bed to find a girl’s body, with 
numerous wounds. 


In the second bedroom he 
pulled back a duvet and discovered 
the girl’s sister. He told the court: “I 
stood there shocked as to what I 
saw.” 

He checked her vital signs but 
there was no pulse. 

His account came as the girls’ 
father, David Baker, spoke of the 
last time he saw his daughters. 

He described Davina as “feisty, 
outgoing and extrovert” while 
Jasmine was “quieter and 
intellectual”. 

One of the last texts he received 
from Davina asked him what he 
wanted for Father’s Day.

Pupils enjoy a 
longer holiday 

SECONDARY pupils were treated to 
an extra day’s summer holiday when 
their school lost its electricity supply 

Soham Village College was forced to 
close for the day last Friday when the 
power supply to Sand Street was 
disrupted. 

EDF Energy described the problem 
as a “complex localised fault” in its 
underground electricity network. 

The college’s neighbouring St 
Andrew’s Primary School was also 
forced to close, Ross Peers Sports 
Centre was affected and some houses 
were without power. 

Jonathan Peryer, the college’s 
business manager, said: “Friday was 
the first day back of the autumn term 
for our Year 8-11 pupils so they had an 
extra day off. 

“Our Year 7s came back the day 
before, so were only slightly disrupted 
on Thursday afternoon when the 
power started to go. 

“It was a bit of a nuisance but 
power cuts are just one of those 
things.” 

Power along the street was initially 
interrupted on Thursday at 9.30am. 

Engineers briefly restored power 
supplies but decided further work was 
needed to locate, excavate and repair 
the fault in an underground cable. 

They worked through the night and 
continued on Friday to restore the 
supply. 

The power came back on at around 
lpm. 

An EDF Energy spokeswoman said: 
“EDF Energy Networks worked to 
restore power supplies in the Sand 
Street area of Soham following a 
complex localised fault on our 
underground electricity network. 

“We would like to apologise to 
customers for the inconvenience 
caused.” 
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A CAR boot sale bargain 
hunter was amazed to find a 
photograph of his late moth¬ 
er in a box of old postcards.

“I can honestly say what I found 
literally blew me away,” said Mr 
Barker, 49, from Mildenhall. 

“As I looked closer I saw a young 
woman dancing and laughing. 

“She was dressed immaculately 
and on closer inspection I realised I 
was staring at my mum, Marjorie, 
and next to her was my aunt Doris. 

“I was speechless, utterly shocked. 
I mean what are the odds of finding 
something like this? It must be 
millions to one. 

“To me the postcard is priceless 
and I can only imagine what my 
mum would say if she was here, 
although I imagine she’s looking 
down now and laughing at this.” 

Mr Barker, a teaching assistant at 
Mildenhall’s Great Heath Primary 
School and football coach at 


Mildenhall Town FC where he also 
referees, said his father Frank was 
not in the picture as he was serving 
on a submarine at the end of the 
war. 

He added: “My parents married in 


the early 1940s and were living in 
South London at the time while my 
mum worked at Harrods as a 
seamstress and dad served in the 
Navy. 

“When I was first adopted by 


them in 1963 I moved to Brixton 
before we moved to Mildenhall in 
1971.” 

Mr Barker’s father died within a 
few years of his wife’s death after 
being married for nearly 60 years.

The public will be asked by 
the East of England Regional 
Assembly (EERA) for their 
views on how many more 
homes are needed in the 
region in a public consul¬ 
tation launched this month. 

The consultation will run 
until November 24 and will 
primarily seek views on four 
different scenarios for the 
number of new homes 
needed in each council area 
every year to 2031. 

Consultation events are 
being held across the region 


this month, where members 
of the public can find out 
more. 

Two of these include the 
Robinson College, Cam¬ 
bridge, this evening, from 
7pm-8.30pm and at the 
Makings, Ely, on Friday, 
October 2 from 6pm-7.30pm. 

Cllr Derrick Ashley, chair¬ 
man of the regional planning 
panel on the EERA, said in a 
letter to the Weekly News: 
“The region has a target to 
build around 26,000 new 
homes every year and 3,665 a 
year in Cambridgeshire. 

“This first stage of public 
consultation will ask whether 


we should continue with the 
existing target of around 
26,000 new homes a year or 
whether it should be increased 
to as many as 34,000 new 
homes every year. 

“The assembly has already 
rejected as undeliverable the 
highest end of the range of 
new homes proposed by the 
Government - about 39,000 
homes every year.” 

Cllr fohn Reynolds, EERA 
chairman, said: “This consult¬ 
ation is to promote public 
debate on planning for the 
future of the region and spe¬ 
cifically the issue of new 
homes. The East of England 


Plan is of interest to everyone 
in the region as it provides the 
framework for councils’ local 
plans and covers the 
economy, housing, transport, 
the environment and climate 
change. 

“We do need to plan ahead 
to ensure that people can 
gain access to homes they can 
afford and that new homes 
are close to jobs, transport 
and other public services.”

But Mr Waters resigned 
from the council two weeks 
before the hearing, held at a

Bury St Edmunds hotel on 
Monday and Tuesday, and 
branded it a “kangaroo court”. 

Mr Waters, who represented 
the Eriswell and the Rows 
ward on the council for more 
than six years, did not attend 
the hearing which followed a 
complaint about the way an 
application for planning 
permission by his son James 
was handled. 

The council was subse¬ 
quently found guilty of 
maladministration by the 
Local Government Ombuds¬ 
man who ruled there had 
been “an appearance of bias 
and favouritism” in the way 
James Waters’ application to 
build houses on land at Beck 
Row was granted in December 
2006. 

As a result of the Ombuds¬ 
man’s ruling, the case was 
referred to the Standards 
Board for England which 
carried out an investigation 
which in turn led to the 
Adjudication Panel hearing.

The panel found that Cllr 
McGhee had discussed the 
application with Terry and 
James Waters and had decided 
to support it before the 
council’s planning committee 
voted on it.

My own experience of the last 
General Election was that many 
people left registering until the 
last minute and some missed their 
right to vote as a result. 

Will readers please help by 
reminding their friends to 
register? 

Every British citizen who has been 
registered to vote in the UK within 
the last 15 years is eligible to vote 
in UK parliamentary (general) 
elections and European 
parliamentary elections in the UK. 
Anyone who was too young to 
register when they left the UK can 
still register as an overseas voter 
so long as their parent or guardian 
was registered to vote in the UK.

Scientists winning on 
DNA mutations 


Fear that recession will 
hit Christmas campaign 


A CHARITY which helps 
children living in difficult 
conditions at Christmas 
is launching its annual 
appeal this week. 

Operation Christmas 
Child started in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire on Monday, 
with organisers asking 
people to continue their 
support despite the 
recession. 

Gordon McCann, reg¬ 
ional manager of 
Operation Christmas 
Child, said: “Our concern 
this Christmas is that 
people, naturally, are 


worried by the recession 
and might be undecided 
about helping this year.” 

The initiative delivers 
shoeboxes filled with

SCIENTISTS in Cambridgeshire have 
made a breakthrough in 
understanding mutations in human 
DNA. 

Research published in the journal 
Current Biology shows each of us 
has at least 100 new mutations in our 
DNA. 

Scientists have been trying to get an 
accurate estimate of the mutation rate 
for more than 70 years - and now a 
reliable estimate has been achieved 
thanks to “next generation” 
technology for genetic sequencing. 
The findings may lead to new 
treatments and insights into human 
evolution. 

Scientist Dr Yali Xue, from the 
Cambridge-based Wellcome Trust 
Sanger Institute, said: “The amount of 
data we generated would have been 
unimaginable just a few years ago. 
Finding this tiny number of mutations 
was more difficult than finding an 
ant’s egg in an emperor’s rice store.”

But Cllr McCloud, who has 
sent an apology, has now 
appealed against the ruling 
claiming that two members of 
the committee who con¬ 
sidered his case had a 
“prejudicial interest”. 

He is claiming that Law¬ 
rence Noble, an independent 
member of the council’s 
standards committee who 
chaired the hearing, and Cllr 
Roger Dicker were personal 
friends of Cllr Chambers. 


He said Cllr Dicker is a 
member of the council’s 
leading Conservative group 
with Cllr Chambers, who is 
also a leading member of 
Suffolk County Council. 

Mr Noble’s son is Cllr Colin 
Noble, a Conservative 
member of Suffolk County 
Council alongside Cllr 
Chambers. 

The Adjudication Panel for 
England is considering the 
appeal by Cllr McCloud, 77, a 
Liberal Democrat who 
represents Red Lodge with 
Cllr Chambers, by way of 
written representations. 

The panel’s ruling is due to 
be made later this month.

Nearly 1,000 had 
no car insurance 


NEARLY 1,000 
vehicles have been 
seized by Cam¬ 
bridgeshire police 
since the start of 
the year after 
motorists failed to 
insure their veh¬ 
icles. 

The action is 
part of the roads 
policing unit’s 
commitment to 
making the roads 
safer and follows a 
number of oper¬ 
ations as well as 
routine patrols. 

Police are able to 
seize any vehicle 
where the driver 
does not have 
insurance or a 
licence. 

There is then a 
14-day period in 
which vehicles can 
be reclaimed once 
the appropriate 
documentation 
has been provided. 

If the vehicle is 


not claimed within 
this period they are 
either crushed or 
sold at an auction. 

Those caught are 
also fined £200 and 
will have to pay a 
£160 recovery fee 
and get six points 
on their licence. 

Inspector Alan 
Page, from the 
roads policing unit, 
said: “The dangers 
of driving without 
insurance are 
many and it will 
not be tolerated. 

“The fact that we 
continue to find 
uninsured vehicles 
on the roads shows 
there are still dri¬ 
vers who think it is 
acceptable to drive 
without insurance 
or a licence. 

“These people 
are a menace and 
a danger to them¬ 
selves and others.” 


Dial-a-ride bus service 
needs volunteer help 


MORE volunteers are needed 
for a bus service that offers 
sick, disabled and elderly 
people a vital means of trans¬ 
port. 

Cambridge Dial-a-Ride pro¬ 
vides a community transport 
service for 550 registered 
members and 63 groups in the 
city and surrounding villages, 
reaching more than 1,100 
people. 

The bus service allows 
people to do their shopping 
and visit doctors, friends and 
relatives, and it also takes 
groups on weekend outings. 

The registered charity emp¬ 
loys an operations manager, 
two paid drivers and a sche¬ 


duling clerk but needs more 
people to join its 20 volunteer 
drivers. 

Tony Barber, chairman of 
the trustees, said: “We have 
more than 500 members who 
can book up to two trips a 
week. We do about 20,000 
trips a year. One of our main 
trips is for shopping, about 33 
per cent. Not only would we 
like more volunteer drivers, 
we would like more members 
and donations, however 
small.”

A GROUP fighting 
plans for 1,200 new 
homes has called a 
public meeting to 
gain support for 
their campaign. 

The Save 

Historic New¬ 
market Action 
Group is worried 
that the scheme 
will hit the town’s 
position as the 
home of horse 
racing.

Trainer recovering after heart op

RACEHORSE trainer Michael 
Jarvis is recovering after 
undergoing a heart op¬ 
eration. 

Mr Jarvis, 71, ( pictured ) 
who has trained in New¬ 
market for more than 40 
years, underwent the valve 
replacement operation in 
Papworth Hospital on 
Wednesday last week. 

A spokesman at his 
Kremlin House stables in 
Fordham Road said: “It went 
well. I saw him yesterday in 
hospital and he was in good

Mr Jarvis, who trains up to 
80 horses, is expected to be 
in hospital for about a week 
and will be recuperating for 
around six weeks. 

His horses have won top 
races in Europe as well as 
Britain. He won the 1989 Prix 
de l’Arc de Triomphe with 
Carroll House and has also 
had a winner of the 1,000 
Guineas at Newmarket and 
the Epsom Oaks. 

Earlier this year one of his 
horses won a top race in 
Germany, the Bayerisches

TOP jockey Kieren 
Fallon was back in the 
saddle in advance of 
his return to racing on 
Friday when he gave 
riding tips to young 
pony riders. 

The six-times 
champion jockey, who 
made his return to 
race riding after an 
18-month drug 
suspension imposed 
by the French 
authorities, led one of 
two teams for 
youngsters between 
the ages of 11 and 15. 

He took part in 
novelty races and rode 
alongside some of the 
youngsters on the five- 
day course at 
Newmarket’s British 
Racing School. 

The second team 
was led by 2005/6 
champion conditional 
jockey William 
Kennedy. 

Gemma Dawson, 


finance director of the 
British Racing School 
and a member of the 
Pony Racing Authority 
steering group, said: 

“It is a real treat that 
William and Kieren 
gave up their time and 
help out with the pony 
racing. 

“They did this 
entirely to give 
something back to the 
sport and accept no 
fee. At the age of 11, 
to be able to say that 
you have ridden 
upsides on the gallops 
with Kieren Fallon, is 
pretty special.” 

It was the second 
year that the Racing 
School had run the 
week for 12 young 
pony racers at £300 
per rider. 

The week included 
a visit to top trainer Sir 
Mark Prescott’s 
stables.

Appeal over 
use of house 
at stables 


Grant to help 
beat disease 


TOP racehorse trainer Peter 
Chapple-Hyam has appeal¬ 
ed against the refusal of 
council planners to allow a 
house at his stables to be 
occupied by someone who 
does not work there. 

Forest Heath District 
Council has refused to grant 
a certificate of lawful use 
which would allow the 
house at the trainer’s 
Machell Place stable in Old 
Station Road, Newmarket, 
to continue to be used as a 
private dwelling. 

The council has a policy 
of protecting stables from 
other uses outside of the 
racing industry. It includes 
houses which were origi¬ 
nally intended for the use of 
stable workers. 

Planners refused to grant 
a certificate of lawful use 
because they were not 
satisfied the house had been 
used independently from 
the stables for four years. 

Mr Chapple-Hyam has 
appealed against the 
decision and a public 
inquiry will be held on a 
date to be announced. 


A GRANT of £580,000 
will help veterinary 
experts fight a potential 
killer horse disease. 

Work being carried out at 
the Animal Health Trust, 
based near Newmarket, 
could lead to a more rapid 
diagnosis of Strangles. 

The research is aimed at 
giving vets across the world 
the ability to make a 
diagnosis in 30 minutes and 
so give affected horses a 
better chance of survival and 
cut the risk of the infection 
spreading. 

The grant, from the 
Wellcome Trust, a charity 
which funds research into 
human and animal health 
problems, will fund a further 
two years of work to develop 
a faster diagnosis. 

Scientists at the AHT have 
already developed a 
revolutionary blood test to 
screen for exposure to 


Strangles. It was developed 
as part of research financed 
by a £250,000 campaign 
called “Breaking the 
Strangles Hold”. The 
campaign was run by the 
AHT and the British Horse 
Society (BHS) and received 
public donations and funds 
from The Horse Trust. 

The Princess Royal, 
president of the AHT who 
launched the campaign, said: 
“As an owner who has seen 
my own horses affected by 
this terrible disease it’s 
wonderful to see such 
progress being made in a 
relatively short time. 

“The screening test 
enables owners to know 
within 24 hours if any of their 
horses have been exposed to 
this bacterium. Previously 
available tests would have 
taken three to four days. The 
test is making a real 
difference in welfare and 


economic terms for all those 
involved in the equine 
industry. It truly is 
groundbreaking.” 

The blood test was 
launched in February, 2008, 
and more than 6,700 samples 
have been tested since. 

Professor Andrew Waller, 
head of bacteriology at the 
AHT, said: “The main 
problem with Strangles is the 
time taken to diagnose it. 
The current blood test is a 
big step forward, but the 
culture and DNA tests, which 
are often used in the initial 
stages of an outbreak, can 
take a couple of days to get 
results.” 

The Wellcome Trust grant 
will support the integration 
of the AHT DNA test and 
rapid diagnostic technology 
developed by Atlas Genetics. 

It is hoped that the test 
could be mass produced and 
widely available by 2012. 
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Historic air race to 
Oz commemorated 
with rare exhibits 


A NEW exhibition marking 
the 75th anniversary of an 
air race to Australia has 
opened with memorabilia 
never previously seen in 
public. 

Mildenhall Museum is 
staging the exhibition 
featuring items from private 
collections related to the 
race. 

Competitors in the 1934 
race took off from the newly- 
opened Mildenhall airfield to 
fly to Melbourne, Australia. 

The race was won by a 
twin-engined De Havilland 
DH-88 Comet named 
Grosvenor House which 
completed the 11,300-mile 
race in less than three days 
smashing the previous 
record of just under seven 
days. 

The exhibition, at the 
museum in King Street, 
Mildenhall, includes one of 


only 35 medals given to 
flyers who completed the 
race as well as an 
autographed menu from the 
winners’ banquet held at 
London’s Grosvenor House 
hotel which sponsored the 
winning plane. 

The signatures of the two- 
man crew of the winning 
aircraft, Charles Scott and 
Tom Campbell Black, are 
among those on the menu. 

Collectors of aircraft 
memorabilia offered some of 
their rare items for the 
display. 

Peter Merrick, one of the 
museum trustees, said: “We 
had no idea they had so 
many extraordinarily 
interesting items.”

Battle over 
allotments 
Is back on

ANGRY residents and 
allotment-holders 
are set to fight the 
latest proposals to 
build houses follow¬ 
ing a five-year con¬ 
troversy. 

Previous plans to build 
on around an acre of 
allotment land at St John’s 
Avenue, Newmarket, were 
withdrawn in the face of 
local opposition. 

Now Kings Forest 
Housing, which has 
acquired the land from 
Forest Heath District 
Council, is trying again 
with a modified scheme. 

But the latest proposals, 
for 18 houses varying in 
size from three to five- 
bedroom, are facing 
similar opposition. 

Consultants acting for 
Kings Forest displayed the 
latest plans last Thursday 
at Ditton Lodge Primary 
School, almost opposite 
the site. 

Garsham Robertson, 
who chairs the Crockfords 
Park Residents’ Associa¬ 
tion, said the current

plans were “a Trojan 
horse” to establish the 
principle of building on 
the land. 

He predicted that the 
plans would be altered if 
permission was granted. 

Previous proposals were 
for more than 30 homes, 
including flats. 

He said a traffic survey, 
carried out last month 
during the school 
holidays, did not reflect 
the true position when 
parents arrive to drop 
children off at the school. 

“They haven’t taken into 
account the expansion of 
the school,” said Mr 
Robertson. “It will be 
chaotic.” 

Mary Jacobs, who chairs 
Newmarket Allotment 
Association, said: “We will 
be objecting. 

“The site they want to 
develop includes plots 
which are still being 


worked by our members 
as well as land we gave up 
some years ago. 

“It’s just not fair how the 
council has treated us. 
They are taking land 
without any consult¬ 
ation.” 

She said the developers 
had implied there was not 
demand for allotments. 
But she said that all plots 
in the town were occupied 
and there was a waiting 
list. 

An application for 
planning permission has 
been submitted to East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council on behalf of Kings 
Forest. 

Woodditton Parish 
Council, which covers the 
area, is due to consider 
the issue next Thursday 
when councillors will 
decide whether an 
objection should be 
lodged.

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Health trust’s warning of 
£ 25 million budget crises 


THE NHS trust that pays for 
hospital and GP care in 
Cambridgeshire has warned it 
may have to save £25 million 
next year. 

NHS Cambridgeshire, the county’s 
primary care trust (PCT), said the 
savings would pose “a significant risk 
to the ongoing financial sustainability 
of the PCT”. 

In a report to the trust’s board, 
finance director John Leslie said 
“immediate action” was needed to 
find recurrent savings between now 
and the end of the financial year, or 
savings of £25 million would be 
needed in 2010/11. 

That sum for 2010/11 includes a 
£14 million repayment to the East of 
England Strategic Health Authority 
on the trust’s historic debt, which 
stood at £35 million at the beginning 
of the current financial year. 

The trust recently attracted 
criticism for closing a continuing care

ward at Brookfields Hospital and a 
mental health unit at Wessex Place, 
both in Cambridge. 

Andrew Lansley, the shadow health 
secretary and MP for Cambridgeshire 
South, said: “We know that NHS 
Cambridgeshire has had serious 
problems for a number of years, 
which they have been trying hard to 
work their way out of. 

“Nonetheless, it is frankly dist¬ 
ressing that in circumstances where 
resources (from Government) are 
growing by nearly 11 per cent, they 
are in a situation of substantial 
financial difficulty. What it demon¬ 
strates is the absolute necessity for 
new thoughts about how we can 
deliver services more efficiently and 
effectively.”

£827 million in 2010/11. 

Martin Booth, chairman of the 
Cambridge health branch of Unison, 
said: “This very serious financial 
situation at the PCT is going to affect 
the whole health service in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, and certainly Adden- 
brooke’s. 

“Yet again we are calling on the 
Government to provide the funding 


that health services in the county 
need for the demand that is obviously 
there.” 

Mr Leslie said: “The board paper 
was highlighting the current worsen¬ 
ing trend in acute activity and setting 
the scene for the impact going for¬ 
ward; we believe it is based on a 
worst-case scenario. 

“The board and the executive 
management team will monitor the 
situation closely and have imp¬ 
lemented recovery actions to 
minimise the overall impact. 

“NHS Cambridgeshire has a good 
record of financial management and 
is currently achieving financial 
balance and repaying its historic 
debt.” 

He said the report “was not an 
indication of service cuts, but a 
forward-looking planning review as 
would be expected of any org¬ 
anisation in the current economic 
times”.

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After years of darkness, radio 
show brings light to Oliver’s life

P ERCHED on a 
wall, sitting in 
a shaft of late 
afternoon sun, 
Oliver Longden is in 
a reflective frame of 
mind. The 30-year- 
old is, he says, in a 
good place at the 
moment: he's got 
great friends, he 
enjoys his job, he's 
studying for a 
second 
degree... 

“If someone had told 
me three years ago that 
I’d be here now, living 
the life I’m living now, I’d 
have laughed bitterly 
and ordered another 
drink,” Oliver admits, 
with a wry smile. “Life is 
really, really good; better 
than I could have ever 
imagined, to be honest.” 

To meet Oliver now - a 
witty, engaging and 
fiercely bright man - it 
seems incredible that, 
those three short years 
ago, he was literally 
crippled by depression. 

Some days he couldn’t 
get out of bed, let alone 
leave the house. 

Drinking heavily, he 
suffered terrifying bouts 
of psychosis. And he 
repeatedly tried to take 
his own life. 

“There was a time 
when I thought it hadn’t 
been a good week unless

I’d been down to hospital 
to get stitched up in 
some way,” Oliver 
continues, giving a dry 
laugh. 

Pulling up a sleeve, to 
reveal a forearm cross- 
hatched with scars, he 
explains: “I used to self- 
harm a lot; I once tried to 
count how many scars 
I’ve got and I couldn’t... 
and I’ve got plenty of 
suicide attempts to my 
name. 

“At the time, I would 
never have believed it - 
but I know now that 
recovery is possible.” 

Oliver credits many 
things with aiding his 
recovery, including both 
medication and therapy. 
But he says one thing, in 
particular, was key: 
becoming part of the 209 
radio show Making 
Mental Notes. 

A live hour-long show, 
which airs once a month, 
it is written, produced 
and presented by local 
people who are 
suffering, or have 
suffered, from mental ill- 
health. The brainchild of 
two Cambridge 
organisations, Arts and 
Minds and Lifecraft, it 
gives people with mental 
health problems a voice. 

“When I joined the 
team I was still in the 


process of recovering 
from this illness, an 
illness which had 
dominated my life for 10 
years,” says Oliver. “And I 
found it an 

overwhelmingly positive 
experience. 

“What I really needed 
was a bit of confidence. 
And doing the radio 


show, rising to the 
demands of doing it, 
gave me that confidence. 
I realised I was able to do 
something really useful, 
of value to the 
community, and that 
helped me move 
forward.” 

Oliver was diagnosed 
with depression in his 


late teens. He first 
showed symptoms while 
studying for his A- levels; 
by the time he reached 
university, his mental 
health was on a 
downward slide. 

“A bit like any other 
traumatic experience, it’s 
very difficult to 
remember exactly what 


happened,” says Oliver. 

“I was very introspective 
and spent a lot of time 
on my own and, as I got 
older, my morbid and 
introspective streak grew 
wider and wider... 

“The depression 
became more serious 
again after I graduated: I 
was living what could 


politely be termed a 
Bukowski-esque life, a 
life of menial jobs, 
misery and heavy 
drinking.” 

First prescribed anti¬ 
depressants at the age of 
18, by 25 Oliver says he’d 
“had pretty much every 
one available”. But still 
his mental health was up

and down: on the ups, 
Oliver could “function 
enough to be useful and 
hold down a job”; on the 
downs he “stayed in bed 
for days at a time”. 

The situation came to a 
head when, in 2006, 
Oliver plummeted to a 
whole new depth of 
depression: still self- 
harming and having 
suicidal thoughts, he 
started to suffer from 
bouts of severe 
psychosis. 

“I’d find it difficult to 
leave the house because 
an all-pervading evil 
seemed to be in the 
atmosphere,” he 
explains. “On one 
memorable occasion I 
was chased down the 
street by a balloon I was 
convinced was the grim 
reaper -1 didn’t leave the 
house for two days after 
that. By the end of 20061 
was totally incapable of 
functioning in any way.” 

Thanks to Cameo, the 
NHS early intervention 
service (aimed at 17 to 
35-year-olds suffering 
from psychosis for the 
first time), Oliver was 
referred for treatment, a 
combination of 
medication and intensive 
therapy. 

“The tablets are very 
poorly understood by the 
average person,” says 
Oliver. “They worked for 
me; they allowed me to 
function. The way I see it, 
it’s just like any other 
illness: if you have a 
headache, you take an 
aspirin.” 

As well as doing a 
range of therapy, 
including cognitive 
behavioural work, Oliver 
quit drinking and started 
to attend Alcoholics 
Anonymous. “I was 
drinking far, far too 
heavily,” he says, simply. 
“I made a whole raft of 
life-changes. And it 
wasn’t that long before I 
started to see results.” 


Initially, Oliver was too 
ill to work. But, as he 
gradually began to 
recover, he started doing 
voluntary jobs - which 
led him to join the team 
b ehind Making Men tal 
Notes, a programme 
which includes 
everything from film and 
book reviews to mental 
health news. 

As a writer, researcher 
and presenter, Oliver 
took part in the first 
season of the show, 
which came to an end 
this summer; a second 
season is planned for 
later this year. “It takes 
passion and 

commitment and quite a 
lot of time,” admits 
Oliver. “But it is 
absolutely worth it; I 
learned so many new 
skills.” 

Making Mental Notes 
costs around £3,500 a 
year to run. Designed to 
appeal to members of the 
general public, as well as 
people who are part of 
the mental health 
system, part of the show’s 
brief is to debunk some 
of the myths surrounding 
mental illness. 

“There is definitely still 
a stigma,” admits Oliver. 
“We went out to do some 
street-based interviews 
and one of the questions 
we asked was how you’d 
feel if someone with a 
mental health diagnosis 
moved in next door. 

“One woman said T 
really wouldn’t be happy’; 
when we asked why, she 
said ‘Because I’ve got 
children’. All that really 
shows is that she hadn’t 
ever thought about 
mental health or what it 
means to have a mental 
illness. She just thought 
of it as something bad, 
something she’d need to 
protect her children 
from.” 

Although Making 
Mental Notes is funded by 
a range of organisations, 


Arts and Minds and 
Lifecraft have 
spearheaded the project. 

Arts and Minds, the 
working title of the 
Cambridgeshire and 
Peterborough 
Foundation for the Arts 
and Mental Health, 
promotes access to all 
forms of the arts for 
mental health service 
users (research shows 
that participating in the 
arts is good for mental 
well-being). 

Lifecraft is a self-help 
organisation. Run by 
users and ex-users of 
mental health services in 
and around Cambridge, 
it provides social contact, 
weekly group activities 
and support, counselling, 
information and 
opportunities for work. 

Since working on 
Making Mental Notes, 
Oliver has got a new job 
with the library service in 
Cambridge. For a self- 
confessed bookworm, 
who demolishes several 
novels a week, it’s clearly 
a happy fit. He is also 
part-way through doing a 
second degree, this time 
with the OU, in history 
and psychology. 

“When people said 
positive things to me, like 
‘You can get better’, I 
always heard it as ‘You 
could be better. So why 
the hell aren’t you?’,” says 
Oliver. “It’s hard to say 
anything to someone 
who’s mentally ill and 
really suffering without 
sounding patronising. 

“But what I would say 
is that there is help out 
there. And I would also 
encourage anyone with 
mental health problems 
to try to get involved with 
something in the local 
community - something 
like Making Mental 
Notes. 

“It’s hard. To start with, 
it’s really, really hard. But 
it genuinely does help.”

McGough’s pen to 
bring house down

many parts. Poet, performer, 
pop star and playwright, he 
has always been an 
enthusiastic populariser of the 
arts.

Take 
his latest incarnation as a lively and 
inspired adaptor of the 17th century 
comedies of the French dramatist 
Moliere. 



In 2008, he tackled Tartuffe, 
Moliere’s biting attack on religious 
hypocrisy and now McGough has 
turned his attention to The 
Hypochondriac, in which Moliere 
ridicules the pretensions of the 
medical profession and mocks the 
health-obsessed dupe whom 
they exploit. 

Yet for all his proven success in so 
many different fields, McGough is a 
modest man who invariably doubts 
his own credentials when given a 
new challenge. “I’m always inclined 
to say no at first.” Such was his 
response when Gemma Bodinetz, 
artistic director for the Liverpool 
Everyman and Playhouse, rang him 
with an intriguing offer. 

“Gemma said that she’d like me to 
do something for Liverpool’s 
impending Year of Culture and that 
she was thinking of directing a 
production of Tartuffe and did I know 
the play? Initially I rather dismissed 
the idea. I was rather hoping that she 
might be interested in one of my own 
plays that hadn’t seen the light of day 
for some time and so I sent her a 
copy of Summer With Monika. But 
Gemma ignored all this and asked 
me again if I were interested in 
adapting Tartuffe. I’d read French at 
university and so I had come across 
Moliere without really knowing his 
work. 

“So I agreed to take several 
existing versions of the play with me 
when I went on a Saga cruise as a 
kind of writer in captivity. I couldn’t 
think of an excuse not to do it 


and since I’d only be required to do 
two hour-long shows in the two 
weeks of the cruise, I knew that I’d 
have time on my hands. So I 
gradually got into the task.” 

McGough downplays his own 
dramatic skills. 

“I’ve never felt that I’ve 
really cracked the business of writing 
plays.” he confesses. “Everyone 
says witty things in my work for the 
stage and so all the characters tend 
to sound the same. 

“Often what I’ve written for the 
theatre or the screen has 
had touches of surrealism as in The 
Commission which I wrote for 
Peter James at the Everyman in 
1967. It was about a man who’d 
been commissioned to write a play 
but who is unable to finish it. This 
was the type of work I was doing just 
as playwrights such as Alan 
Bleasdale and Willy Russell were 
beginning to write about the Liverpool 
working classes and so I missed out 
completely on that school.” 

But he found Moliere a very 
congenial writing partner. 

“Fie supplied the plot and the cast 
of characters and as I started to work 
on the version, I surprised myself by 
how quick I was in coming up with 
the lines.” 

Tartuffe turned out to be one of the 
biggest successes of the City of 
Culture theatre programme and 
naturally Gemma Bodinetz was keen 
to have another sip of the unique 
blend of Moliere and McGough. But 
which play was it to be? 



“I looked at The School For Wives 
and at The Hypochondriac which I felt 
at first was too scatological for me. 
Flowever, once again it was time for 
the Saga cruise and once again I took 
a number of previous versions of a 
Moliere play with me. Again I was 
initially a bit dubious. 

“In the original, there are a number 
of interludes which were clearly 
designed to please the king: the story 
would mark time while the speciality 
acts came on and did their stuff. I 
wondered how I could get round this 
problem. I knew I’d eventually have to 
be brave and cut all this extraneous 
material. Once again, once I’d started, 
it came very easily. When I eventually 
looked at the original version, I saw 
immediately Moliere hadn’t written it in 
verse. Had I known this, I’d have 
probably stuck to prose as well. But 
this time around I was more sure of 


myself and I felt able to add a few 
jokes of my own. And if Moliere had 
brought the house down when the 
play was first performed in 1673, then 
I wanted to do the same for him in 
2009.” 

Compared with the limited 
knowledge of a 17th century doctor, 
today’s medical practitioner is infinitely 
more skilled and is able to cure us of 
diseases which would have proved 
fatal in Moliere’s day. 

Nevertheless there are distinct 
parallels between Moliere’s era and 
our own. 

Despite its French origins, The 
Hypochondriac is full of traditional 
British lavatory humour, although, as 
McGough points out, it may be 
traditional Gallic lavatory humour as 
well. 

“There isn’t anything lavatorial in 
my version that I haven’t taken from 


Moliere’s original,” he protests. 

Now in his early 70s, McGough is 
still very much a welcome presence 
on the poetry-reading circuit. 

“At the moment I have a new book 
of poetry, That Awkward Age, to read 
from but perhaps I’ll stop going on the 
road when there are no new poems to 
introduce. 

“I’ve written about the ageing 
process and now people come up to 
me after the event and they thank me 
for sharing my vulnerability with them 
and for sharing with them the pain of 
growing old with such humour.”

How to keep 
lawn bugs at 


W hile it is good to 

encourage wildlife 
into our gardens, 
there are some insects and 
animals which will play 
havoc with our lawns this 
autumn. 

Major pests which can 
transform a lawn from stunning to 
shabby in a matter of months 
include leatherjackets, better 
known in their adult form as 
daddylonglegs (orcraneflies). 

The adult cranefly lays its eggs 
in autumn, and the larvae can 
devour a lawn over the winter 
months, leaving a patchy and 
unsightly mess by summer. 

The recent milder winters have 
exaggerated the problem, allowing 
a longer feeding period for the 
leatherjackets. Tell-tale signs of an 
infestation begin to show in 
spring, when you will notice bald 
patches and white grass on the 
lawn. 

As with most things, prevention 
is better than cure. To avoid this 
occurring the lawn should be 
treated in autumn, when the earth 
is still warm and moist. 

The most environmentally- 
friendly method is a biological 
remedy known as a nematode, 
which reacts best under these 
conditions, according to lawn-care 
specialists TruGreen ( www.tru 
green.co.uk) 

Lawn enthusiasts may see other 
creatures such as worms and ants 
as pests. But while worm casts 
may drive some gardeners mad, 
remember that they are 
conditioning and aerating the soil 
under the lawn roots, so just brush

the casts away on a dry morning. 

Ant-hills may also appear on 
your lawn, but ants provide food 
for green woodpeckers, so again 
just brush them away if they’re 
annoying you. 

Brown patches caused by bitch 
urine are another problem. The 
only answer is to provide the 
animal with her own toilet area. 
Male dog urine doesn’t scorch. If 
you see it happening, throw a 
bucket of water over the affected 
area or go over it thoroughly with 
the hosepipe to stop the grass 
scorching. 

Chafer grubs gnaw at the grass 
roots in spring and summer, 
leaving small brown patches of 
grass. They often appear in sandy 
areas, but they aren’t as 
troublesome as leatherjackets, 
and control measures aren’t often 
needed. Use a roller in spring to 
crush the grubs. 

Moles are one of the main 
nuisances to lawn enthusiasts, 
destroying the even surface of the 
grass as hills pop up all over the 
place. Some people throw 
mothballs down the holes to 
discourage them, others use 
paraffin, burning paper, creosote 
or emulsified castor oil. There are

a number of deterrents on the 
market ranging from solar devices, 
which deter them by sonic 
vibration, to plain old traps. 

If you can’t get rid of them, 
collect up the mole-hill earth to 
use as a lawn-top dressing. 

Birds will not generally damage 
an established lawn, but they can 
be a nuisance on newly-seeded 
areas as they use the seed bed as a 
dust bath. To avoid part of the 
problem, try to get rid of the 
underground grubs such as 
leatherjackets which attract them. 

Once you have seeded the lawn, 
stretch fruit netting taut between 
pegs 10cm above the ground over 
the newly-seeded area. 

One type of bee, the mining bee, 
makes its nest under lawns and 
paths, leaving a small conical 
mound of earth on the surface, but 
this can simply be scattered before 
mowing and doesn’t need drastic 
action. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Callicarpa (Beauty berry) 

The beauty of this deciduous 
shrub is seen in the autumn when 
the leaves have turned red or 
violet. When they fall, they reveal 
beautiful purple berries on bare 
stems, which last until Christmas. 

Among the best is C bodinieri 
var giraldii ‘Profusion’, which grows 
to around three metres and 
produces pale pink flowers in 
midsummer before its leaves turn 
red, coinciding with clusters of 
shining, bright violet berries. 

A smaller, more delicate variety 
is C japonica, which reaches about 
lm in height and produces pink 
flowers and violet berries. 

Callicarpa are happiest in full 
sunshine or light, dappled shade, 
in well-drained, fertile soil. They 
are best planted in groups to 
ensure that berries are formed. 

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT 
Basil 

It’s a bit of a tricky one because it 
likes a warm climate and 
protection from bad weather, but if 
you love the delicious flavour, it’s 
worth persevering. 

Basil seeds are also expensive, so 
you might take a leaf out of TV 
gardener Joe Swift’s latest book and 
buy a pot of live basil from a 
supermarket in late spring, knock 
out the contents and divide the 
clumps of seedlings into individual 
plants. 

Joe grew his outside on his 
allotment. He gave the pot a good 
watering, knocked out the 
contents and divided the clumps, 
planting them around 15cm apart, 
watered them again and waited. 

“I got a few complaints, mainly 
from plant centres and herb 
specialists saying I couldn’t do 
what I’d just done. They said the 
plants would fail,” he says. 

“Despite an abysmal month of 
weather, the plants not only 
survived but positively thrived. I 
was cutting fresh basil for weeks.” 

If you split the plant, plant it in 
well-drained soil and protect it 
with a cloche, it should be okay. 

Basil hates frost, so any sowings 
will need to be indoors on a sunny 
windowsill until May or June.

REVIEW: JANCIS HARVEY 


ST MARY’S Church in 
Newmarket was fairly packed 
for A Musical Evening of Ivor 
Novello. 

The idea of this concert was 
conceived by Hilda Noble and it 
proved to be a most entertaining, 
refreshing and informative evening. 

Ivor Novello, born David Ivor 
Davies in 1893 in Cardiff, composed 
more than 250 songs and wrote 
some elaborate romantic musicals, 
starring in six of these. 

His music did much to lift the 
spirits of his countrymen during the 
dark days of both World Wars and 
the bleak periods which followed. 

Fie died on March 6,1951, in his 
London flat above the Strand 
Theatre just four hours after 
performing in his own production of 
Kings Rhapsody. 

With Mark Rodman as pianist, 
ably assisted by Liz Hardy, the 
concert opened with one of the 
most popular of Novello’s songs, 
Keep the Home Fires Burning. 

Jill Mansell, led both company and 
audience, with great patriotic flare, 
complete with Union Jack. Jill has a 
great stage presence with, as 
always, that extra sparkle and gave 
some great performances during 
the evening. 

Anne Holman-Chappell provided 
the narrations between songs, with 
a clarity and manner superbly apt 
for this style of musical 
presentation. 

Janet Rodman and Pam Larner’s, 
Glamorous Night, was followed by 
Shine Through My Dreams by Fr 


John Hardy. 

It has to be said that one or two of 
Novello’s numbers, though having 
beautiful melodies and lyrics, must 
be a nightmare to learn, and the 
whole cast worked brilliantly with 
these complicated lines. 

Jill cleverly handled, Land That 
Might Have Been, which is one 
such number. 

It was an added bonus that each 
member of the audience had a 
souvenir programme containing the 
lyrics for every song. 

Eric Murfitt gave a most 
entertaining interlude with Her 
Mother Came Too. 

Though a packed programme, the 
company working together so well, 
and part of its beauty was its 
brevity, and though over almost too 
soon, it contained some of the most 
memorable of the genius of Novello. 

These included Rose of England, 


Waltz Of My Heart and a brilliant 
performance by Janet Rodman of / 
Can Give You The Starlight and Love 
Is My Reason. 

The favourites, My Dearest Dear 
and Some Day My Heart Will Awake 
were beautifully rendered by Pam 
Larner, and it was interesting to 
watch this company of just five 
singers blossom throughout this all 
too short presentation. 

Anne Holman-Chappell’s closing 
words: “we shall never see his like 
again”, led into the finale number, 
We’ll Gather Lilacs, which was a 
virtual show stopper.

Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity.

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ESP set to be a must 


HERE’S a car conun¬ 
drum: you can’t see it, 
you may not even know 
you have it, but you 
benefit vastly from it 
and, by 2014, every new 
motor has to have it. 

What is it? 


It’s the Electronic Stability 
Programme, or ESP 
Introduced by Bosch 14 
years ago, ESP is a life-saving 
safety system which com¬ 
bines three technologies. 

It is a vehicle active 
chassis braking safety 
programme, which can 


prevent a car going into a 
potentially dangerous skid. 
It marries anti-lock braking, 
traction control and 
electronic stability. 

Bosch has put together a 
special website if you want 
to see this life-saver in 
action. Go online to 
www. bosch-esperience. co. uk 
to view track-driving 
demonstrations, and anima¬ 
tions of how the kit works. 

It has been so successful 
since its 1995 launch that 
more and more makers have 
striven to make ESP a 
standard-fit on new cars. 

Some 81 per cent of new 
cars registered in Germany 
last year, for instance, came 
with ESP. That’s good, but for 
a system that can prevent up 
to 80 per cent of all skidding 
accidents, it should be a 
more universal fit. 

The market that currently 
misses it most is that of 
small cars - yet it’s just as 


important here as it is in 
larger motors. 

The US already has 
legislation in place to make 
ESP mandatory in new 
vehicles, and European 
countries’ output must have 
it fitted by 2011, before it 
becomes a legal require¬ 
ment worldwide in 2014. 

Adrian Walsh, director of 
RoadSafe, a leading UK road 
safety forum, has backed the 
drive for cheaper runabouts 
to have electronic stability 
control fitted sooner. 

Several city cars and 
superminis being sold in the 
UK don’t even offer the 
system as an option. 

Superminis, for example, 
account for a third of all UK 
new car registrations, but 
electronic stability was fitted 
as standard on only 9 per 
cent of vehicles registered in 
the first half of 2008, and 
added as an option on 
another 5 per cent. 


That means 86 per cent of 
superminis registered in the 
first six months of last year 
took to the roads without it. 

Recent research, too, by 
Britain’s Department for 
Transport suggests that 
vehicles equipped with ESP 
are 25 per cent less likely to 
be involved in a fatal crash 
than those without it. 

That equates to 380 fatal 
crashes and the reduction of 
injuries by 7,800. 

Doctor Werner Struth, 
president of the Bosch 
chassis systems control 
division, says: “Small cars 
remain our main concern.” 

The other vital warning 
here, given the forthcoming 
2011 European legislation, is 
for this year’s new-car 
buyers to ensure they source 
a vehicle that has ESP fitted 
- otherwise they could find 
potential customers walking 
away from it at sell-on time 
in two or three years’ time.

Years vans will be available, and 
they’re selling for £8,295 plus VAT. 


The Nemos get the high-standard 
specification of the LX version, 
plus grey metallic paint, air 
conditioning and Bluetooth 
connectivity. 

There’s a few more Berlingo 
specials-150 of them-and 
these 1.6-litre diesels are retailing 
at £9,085 plus VAT, with 85 same- 


engined Dispatches joining the 90 
Years parade for £10,360 plus VAT. 

Citroen has built a little more 
value into them, too, with extended 
three-year warranty and roadside 
assistance packages. 

All of the above go to show that 
life is looking loads better for White 
Van Man.

LET’S face it - the Italians are 
known for doing everything 
with just a little more style 
than the rest of us, writes 
Louise Martin. 

Italian coffee is so good you can’t 
blame them for sitting in chic cafes 
drinking it all day, probably with 
one of those decadent cakes the 
country is known for on the side. In 
the fashion world, Milan Fashion 
Week is considered to be just that 
little bit more special than the 
London and Paris offerings and 
then there’s the pasta, which is so 
good it makes you wonder how 
Italian women can indulge in the 
calorific carb yet keep their 
annoyingly perfect figures. 

So really we should hate the too- 
good-to-be-true country but how 
can we when it’s brought us all this 
and now another treat? 

Fiat has lifted the lid on the 
original 1957 fabric roof Fiat 500 to 
create the Fiat 500 Convertible. 
Sweet and sexy at the same time, its 
smooth lines, over-sized features 
and retro styling can’t help but 
induce a smile. 

The UK was the first market to 
receive the vehicle (even before 
Italy) when it went on sale in fuly 
after making its international debut 
at the 2009 Geneva Motor Show 
earlier in the year. 

Staying true to its roots, Fiat has 
gone down the vintage road and 
chosen double-lined fabric for the 
nearly 6ft-long soft top, which can 
be operated at any speed under 
37mph. In three clicks of a button 
the roof can be folded down for al¬ 
fresco driving or, for a “sun-roof” 
option, can be semi-retracted - but 
be prepared for some heavy 
buffeting at higher speeds. When

the roof is fully down it sits neatly 
behind the rear seats which means 
you have your boot space filled and 
rear visibility greatly reduced, but 
this is when the first of the over¬ 
sized features, the wing mirrors, 
come into play. 

The over-sizing isn’t a bad thing - 
in fact I think it’s part of the appeal. 
The large wing mirrors obviously 
allow you to easily see more of the 
road behind you, but they’re also 


quirky and part of the charm of this 
modern city car. The door handles 
are well-sized too and inside you 
push the handle inwards to lock the 
car. The front sports seats are 
generously sized and there’s two 
seats in the back, although 
probably best to keep full car 
capacity for shorter trips (unless 
your rear passengers are children) 
as leg room is a little on the short 
side. 

I was testing the 1.3 turbodiesel 
Multilet Pop (it’s also available in 
1.2 and 1.4 petrol guises), which has 
a top speed of 103mph and goes 
from 0-60 in a rather lengthy 12.5 
seconds. So getting to 60 takes a 
while but once there the Fiat 500C 
can easily hold its own on the 
motorway. In town, the Fiat feels 
right at home and the light steering 
and short gear shifts make city 
driving fun, although this is where 
the poor rear visibility becomes 
more apparent: I was grateful for 
the parking sensors, fitted as 
standard on the Lounge model and 
as an optional extra on the Pop. 

But the real surprise for me was 
fuel economy. After a week of going 
to and from work (a mere 12-mile 
round trip), with a few other 
lengthier trips thrown in, I had 


averaged just over 50mpg for the 
whole week, which with a recorded 
average journey length of around 20 
minutes, means this little charmer 
gives you a lot of miles for your 
money. 

The Fiat 500C comes in 11 paint 
finishes with a colour- coded dash 
and matching seats. There are three 
interior trims with different fabrics 
or leather to choose from and more 
than 100 accessory combinations 
including, of course, a double 
coffee holder. 

So if you’re looking for a little 
slice of Italy beyond pizza and cakes 
why treat yourself to this head- 
turner?

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider when 
writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or 
printer, ask a friend or use your local library. Use a 
good quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders 
and front covers. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades 
for each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If 
you have a driving licence, let the employer know. If 
it's clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you in 
the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and 
it may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
